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HOGS  AND  PIGS  ON  FARMS  DOWN  5  PERCENT 


Hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  on  September  1,  1969  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States 
are  estimated  at  46.  0  million  head  --  5  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,  accord- 
ing to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,    Breeding  hogs  are  estimated  at  6.  6  million, 
down  1  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  while  market  hogs,  at  39.4  million, are 
down  6  percent.    The  10  States  included  in  this  report  are  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois, Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska,  and 
Kansas . 

The  June- August  1969  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  17.  1  million  head,  3  per- 
cent below  the  same  period  in  1968.    A  total  of  2.  3  million  sows  farrowed  during 
that  period,  also  3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    Pigs  per  litter  averaged 
7.  35  compared  with  7.  39  during  June- August  1968. 


Hog  producers  in  the  10  States  intend  to  farrow  1  percent  fewer  sows  during 
September-November  1969  but  2  percent  more  during  December  1969-February 
1970  compared  with  the  same  periods  a  year  earlier„ 

SEPTEMBER  1  INVENTORY 

Hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  in  Iowa,  the  Nation's  leading  hog  producing  State, 
declined  10  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  the  largest  drop  for  any  of  the  10  States. 
Illinois,  the  next  most  important  State,  was  down  7  percent.    Nebraska  was 
down  6  percent;  South  Dakota,  5  percent;  Missouri,  4  percent;  and  Indiana,  1 
percent.    Increases  of  1  percent  were  estimated  for  Ohio  and  Kansas,  3  per- 
cent for  Wisconsin,  and  4  percent  for  Minnesota. 
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Market  hogs  in  the  10  States  are  estimated  at  39,409,  000  head,  a  decrease 
of  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    All  weight  groups  are  below  a  year  earlier. 
By  weight  groups,  the  estimates  and  changes  from  September  1,  1968  are  as 
follows:    Under  60  pounds,  14,712,000  head,  down  2  percent;  60-119  pounds, 
9,848,000,  down  8  percent;  120-179  pounds,  8,790,  000,  down  1 0  percent; 
180-219  pounds,  5,111,000,  down  3  percent;  and  220  pounds  and  over,  948,000, 
down  1  percent. 

JUNE-AUGUST  PIG  CROP 

The  June- August  pig  crop  in  the  10  States  is  estimated  at  17,090,  000  head, 
3  percent  below  a  year  earlier.    The  number  of  sows  farrowing  was  down  3  per- 
cent to  2,  325,  000  head.    When  a  number  of  producers  were  asked  why  sows 
farrowing  were  below  June  intentions,  the  reasons  most  often  given  were  prices, 
disease  and  failure  of  sows  to  breed.    Many  farmers  sold  gilts  and  sows  because 
of  the  high  prices.    Some  indicated  that  breeding  problems  were  carried  over 
from  the  spring  period. 

Farrowings  in  June-August  this  year  were  up  10  percent  in  Minnesota,  3 
percent  in  Wisconsin,  2  percent  in  Kansas,  and  the  same  as  a  year  ago  in  Ohio. 
The  increases  were  more  than  offset  by  declines  in  the  6  other  States  ranging 
from  3  percent  in  Nebraska  and  Missouri  to  8  percent  in  Indiana.    The  average 
number  of  pigs  per  litter  at  7.35  was  down  slightly  from  the  7.  39  last  year. 

SEPTEMBER-NOVEMBER  INTENTIONS 

Sows  bred  for  September-November  farrowing  in  the  10  States  total  2,314,000 
head,  1  percent  less  than  farrowed  in  the  same  period  last  year.    Farmers  in 
Ohio,  Wisconsin,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas  reported  more  sows  have  been  bred 
than  a  year  earlier,  but  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Missouri  farrowings  are 
expected  to  be  less  than  a  year  ago.    Expected  farrowings  in  Minnesota  and 
South  Dakota  are  unchanged. 

DECEMBER  1969  -  FEBRUARY  1970  INTENTIONS 

Farrowing  intentions  for  the  December  1969-February  1970  quarter  in  the 
10  Corn  Belt  States  are  up  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Indiana  and  Missouri 
are  unchanged,  but  all  other  States  expect  increases  which  range  from  1  percent 
in  Iowa  and  Illinois  to  10  percent  in  Kansas.
